theirs by Antichriſte, and therefore vnlawfull.

And for theyr docttine, it is ſo erronious, fo 
corrupte, ſo ſeditious, nay ſo blaſphemous, and

cher it com neterto the word of God,or ours, 
let the world iudge. And yet notwithſtanding 
they ſet a faire face on it, they ſtamp and ſtare, , 
& beare the world in hand, that theirsis the 
truth. For ſay they, our dodtine ſtandeth vpon 
ſure pillers, antiquitie, vniuerſalitie, generalitie 
& the like. Our doArine is proued by diſcent 
of Biſhops from time to time, by conſent of 
all nations and ſo foorth, but your doctrine 
is newe and ſtarte vppe the laſte day, &c. But 
whether theirs ox ours bee the newer it ſhall 
appeare in the diſcourſe following. Firſt wee 
are able to proue that our doAtine is auncien- 
ter then theirs ye as auncientas God himſclfe 
whoſe truth it is. And firſt to begin with the 
diuine inſtitution in Paradice: wee reade that 
God the father gaue vnto Adam his word & 
commandement, to vit: Thou ſhalt not eate 
of the tree of knowledge of good and euil, in- 
grauing, and as it were imprinting, this word 
& commandement in the heart of Adam, and 
in him, in all his poſteritie. By the which lawe, 
of conſcience Hen liued almoſt 2000. yeeres 
without any other law or word written, being 
guided & directed by the holy Ghoſt in all 
their actions: the 2000, yeares being ended, & 
Racn waxing dſolute, licentious & wicked, p 
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ning e any —.— Raspe 
for that they became wicked, gaue thẽ a Lwe, 
(for before they hadde no written Laue, God 
appearing to them I meane che fathers and 
Patryarches, in viſions in apparitions, in 
Hreames, ſometime in the forme of angels, & 
Waifaring men, ſometime im one ſhape, ſome- 
tima in an other, according as their weakeneſſe 
could beare) written by the finger of God in 
evo tables of ſtone, which is the x. commaun- 
dements. Then Moſes at the commandement 
of God committing to writing, the x com- 
mandements with his other fiue bogks, as he 


Vas taughte and directed by the ſuggeſtion of 
the ſpirit of God, ruled the Iſraelites thereby. 
. The old teſtament being thus written by the 
ſeruant of God Moſes, & his faithful prophets 
at the commandement of God. continued in 


force til the coming of Chriſt, which was in e- 
ffect 2000. yeeres after. Thẽ our ſauiour Ieſus 
Chriſt, cõming in the fleſh, gaue in comman- 
dement to his Euangeliſts, Apoſtles, and pro- 
phets to write the ne teſtamer; which they, 
by the direction of gods ſpirit, did moſt happi- 
Jy perform. Theſe 2. teſtaments now, the old & 


hene God be thaked, we haue. Now let the

canotdeny;but we haue the ſame word of god 
which God the father, our ſauiour Chriſte & 
the holy ghoſt haue giuen to the. woorlde: & 
this being graunted, it muſt needs ſolow, that 
our doctrine is true, & theirs moſt falſe Now 
let them deriue their antichriſtian doctrine li- 


neally from ſuche antiquitie, & truth as this, if 


they can: but that they ſhall neuer bee able to 
do. For their doctrine hath bin longer in pat- 
ching, then Solomons temple was in building. 
Yea within theſe x or xii. hundred yeeres, there 
Vas not a ſcrap of their peſteferous doctrine 
coyned: no the egg was not thẽ laid that hat- 
ched that poiſoned Cocatrice. Then the truth 


of gods word throgh the iniquitie of time, be- 


ginning by little & little to ſuffer eclipſe, at the 
laſt ſprang vp ſuch mountaines of hereſies, & 
corruptios,calt out of the bottomles pit, & as 
- It were ſpewed out of the Diuels mouth, that 
the truth was altogether obſcured. 


Then Antichriſt the pope ſprong vp. challen- 


ging ſuperioritie ouer all the face of the earth, 


and he begun the Romiſh religion, & ſo euery 


one ſucceeding him put to ſomwhat yea euery

it, euery one a patch. So that the papiſts teligi-

than the ſhreddes, the peeces and patches, the 


droſſe & dregs of corruptible me: & ours the 


But although that 
it could not be proued that our doctrine is aũ- 
cienter then theirs, yet the truth of the ſame 
dependeth not vpon the antiquity. For Chriſt 
ſaith in the Goſpel, Ego ſum via, veritas & 


vita: I am the way, the truth, and the life. He 


faith not, I am cuſtome, 1 amantiquity And 
therfore I ſay Antiquitas ſine verizate eſt 
vetuſtas erroris: Antiquity without truth, is 
the aũcient of error. Cuſtome, nor antiquity cã 
not make that true, whiche in the beginning 
was falſe: neither can the nouelties, or newnes 
of anye thing make that faiſe, which ofit ſelſe 
is true. Hereby it is manifeſt, that the papiſtes 
doctrin is a dodtrine of noueltie (L had almoſt 
ſaid of diuilty) and ours a doctrine ofal aunci- 
entnes the auncienteſt: and yet wold they car- 
ry awaye the truth with a counterſeit ſhew of 
antiquitie. And whereas alſo they depend ſo 
much vpon yniuerſality forſooth, god be than 
ked, their doctrin is not fo vniuerſal, as they 
make Kreof, Forifp aiiber of the that baus 
receiued 


of - 


 » TheEpiflle 
receiued-itbeg compared to the number of 


chẽ that haue not received it, they ſhal ſeeme 


not to bee one for a thouſande, naye not one 
for ten thouſand. For all the Eaſte churche 
neuer receyued. his doctrine, the Greeke 
Church neuer admitted it. The greateſt parte 


of Italy, of Fraũce, oſ Flaũders, Ruſhia, Muſco- 


uia, Denmarke, England, Scotland, Ireland, and 
many other countries beſides, haue vtterly caft 
of his Antichriſtian yoke & vſurped gouern- 
ment. And therefore is not his doctrine ſo v- 
niuerſal as he wold perſwade the world. But 
they will ſaye, who ſhal be iudge of the truthe 
of our and your Doctrine betwixt vs, I aun- 
ſweare,the word of God according ts this ſay- 
ing of our ſauiour Chriſt. Verbum quod ego 
redicani vobis iudicabit nouis/mo dic: 
The woorde that I haue preached ynto you, 
ſhall iudge in the laſt daye. 5 
But to leaue their doctrine, and to come 
to their liues it is obiected, they liue well, and 
are plentifuller in good works then we, there- 


fore their doctrine and their faithe is the 


truth. I aunſwere there is a non ſequitur cr 
rather a mere Fallax in this argument, for 
good works before the world is one thing, & 
goed workes before God is another. Thoſe 
which 


which in the eies of the worlde ſeeme to bee 
good works, may be before god moſt filthy & 
abhominable: except they ſpring out ofa liue- 
Jy faith it ĩs vnpoſſible they ſhuld pleaſe God, 
as Paule ſayeth. The Iewes, the Turkes, the 
Paganes, and Inſidels doe good workes out- 
wardly (as it ſhoulde ſeeme) but becauſe they 
: are wythout Faith, they pleaſe not God. And 
euen ſuche are our Papyſtes good woorks: if 
they may be called, Good works, and not ra- 
ther Ciuilia opera Ciuel woorkes or woorks 
of office, which the Diuelles them ſelues may 
doe. Beſides this, if they doe any good workes, 
they are moſt dereſtable andlothſome before 
God, becaufe they ſecke to be iuſtiſied and 
aal by them, yea to merite heauen, & to 
make God greatly indebted and beholden 
vnto chem. And therefore I conclude that the 
papiſts although they do neuer ſo many good 
works outwardly, yet are they but hypocriti- 
cal, and no true good woorkes indeed. They 
erre in the natute of good works alſo: for thoſe 
where vpon the Lorde hath ſex his ſeale and 
brande of curſe and malediction for euer, they 
call good workes: as namely the building 2 and 
erecting of Abbcies, nunneries , priories mo- 
naſteries, & other religious an, 
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_ TheEpiftle 
of mages, erecting of Idols and ſtatuaries in 
churches: creeping and offering to croſſes, gi- 


uing of money to buy cups chalices, copes, & 
other rich ornamẽts ofthe church. To beſtow 


largely vpon bels, but ſpecially vps prieſts and 


clarks to fing maſſe for their ſoules,duiges tre- 
alles, Ladyes Pſalters, ſuppreſſing of Gods 
worde, ſlaying, murthering & killing of Gods 
Saintes for the maintenice of their kingdom, 
& athouſadlike, which they cal good works, 
but indeed are p works of the Diuel. But ſuch 
as the worde of God doth commend vnto vs 
forgood works, as namely, to viſit thoſe that 
are in priſon, to clothe the naked, to feed the 


hungry, to lodge the harbourleſſe, to relieue 


the poore & needy, to helpe poore orphanes, 
widows and fatherleſſe totheir ryght, and ſuch 
other good woorks, with them they haue no- 
thing to do, or if they haue, they doe them in 
ſuch ſorte, and with ſuch a mind, and intenti- 
on, as they are not to be called good works, 
in reſpect ofthe end, as I haue ſhewed before. 
Thus we (ſee right honourable & moſt illuſtri- 
ous Lord) how they delude the worlde with 
their pretenſed ſhew of good works and doc- 
trine: neyther whereof are agrecable to the 

word of — For as for — haue nat, 

nor 
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Dedieatorie: 
nor will haue anye ching in the Churche bir 
mens traditions , humaine inuentious and 
vaine conſtitutzons of corruptible men, for- 
med aud fratned in the forge of their own de- 
ceiptfull brayns, whereas the Lorde ſpeaking 
from heauen, ſaith; Hic eſt filius mens di- 
lectus ipſum audite. This is my welbeloued 
ſonne heare him, heare him. And in the Goſ- 
pel after S. Matthew. our ſauiour Chriſt faith: 
In vain doe they worſhippe me, teaching the 


doctrines and traditions of men: And yet for 


all this they will haue nothing in the church, 


but the vaine traditiõs of men, deane contrary 


to the word of God. And, as for their dulte· 


nate liues, if any man waigh thẽ in the ballaũce 


of impartial iudgment, he ſhal find them worſe 
then the Sodomites, how ſoeuer they blanc 
them, and ſet a gloſſe vpon them, to bleare the 


cies of the world withal. And no maruaile, that 


they liue moſt vilely. For whe they haue done, 


they haue a triche of Legerdymayn to obſolue 


them ſelues a culpa & pæna, thatis ſtom the © 
fault be it neuer ſo haynousʒ & fro the puniſſi- 
mee due for the fault. Al which abuſes becauſe 
I haue laid thẽ down more at large in the fur- 
ther proceſſe of this booke, I wil reſerre your 
honor to the ſame.
